United States Bureau of Mines, de-

session ol the American Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgical Engineering 
that it is of great importance commer 
clally and from the standpoint of na- 
tional defence that 
the 
country's 


helium monopoly be retained. 


Dr. Moore said more than 500,000,- 


000 cubic feet of helium was going, to 
waste annually in the United States 
in connection with the ordinary uso 
of gas. He declared that in event of 
war a fleet of 150 or 
200 dirigibles 


could fee kept afloat by the construc- 
tion of proper plants. 


'The country should have at least 


one commercial line of. dirigibles in 
operation within a few years," he said 
"and from this start it should be pos- 
sible to build an organization that will 
connect not .only the principal cities in 
this country, but th* United States 
with Europe and possibly South Am- 
orica and the Far East. Already a 
strong organization is Interested in 
the commercial construction and op- 
eration of dirigibles in this country.'" 


Use of dirigibles for defence would 


give America a unique weapon that 
could not be duplicated by any other 
nation because of the lack of helium 
elsewhere necessary. Canada and Italy 
were said to be the only countries that 
might produce helium in commercial 
quantities at the present time.

, the work of the - technical organiza- 
tions on economics, finance, transit and 
health; the question of reduction of 
armaments; the budget

lems, and political questions such as 
the admission of new states.

small assemblies in themselves, 
for 


each country has tha right to be repre- 
sented on all of them.

don't faint so easily and frequently as did their predecessors 
of an earlier day. 


The Cow on the Road. 


After riding in one of the earliest automobiles, Rudyard 


Kipling predicted that there would develop a new race of 
chickens and a new type of dogs recognizing the danger from 
such fast vehicles and capable of dodging them. Human be- 
ings, too, he suggested, would become more alert and better 
judges of distance an dspeed. 
i 


This prophecy is certainly being fulfilled as far as the chick- 


ens and dogs are concerned. Chickens along country roads 
nowadays seem to run from an approaching car almost as in- 
stinctively as from the shadow of a hawk. Dogs learn quick- 
ly to get out of the way. People gauge their danger more ac- 
curately than they used to, and jump or loaf safely across the 
road according to circumstances and temperament. 


Cows alone seem hopeless. They do not sense the 'danger 


and will not get out of the way. No other domestic animal 
seems so incapable of learning anything. Perhaps the cow has 
'arrived at the end of her evolution, except for the production 
of greater quantities of milk and butte rfat. 


Storing Coal 


Moved by the hard coai crisis, a big society of engineers 


has advised a system of storing coal during the season of nor- 
mal production and slack consumption, so -that there would 
be enough on hand to run the country through the winter. 


This has often been suggested before, by experts and non- 


experts. 
It is a solution so simpl that it occurs naturally to 


anyone who thinks about the matter: Yet operators, jobbers 
and dealers have usually scoffed at the idea as "impractical". 


The engineers presumably know what they are talking 


about. Coal deteriorates on exposure to the air, but far 
moic slowly than many othr commodities that are stored as 
a milter of course. 
Hard coal deteriorate;- less rapidly than 


soft coal. 
Neither need suffer much loss if properly inelt- 


ersd. And surely shelter for coal piles is not beyond the 
power of the human intellect or the corporate purse. 
Any 


body might suppose that big coa? sheds would pay for them- 
stlvcs in a few years, just as fanner's barns do.

'ers of a good many other pipes manage to survive. 


'Another way to 'dispose of that federal surplus would be to
